Farm Credit Loans 


The Northampton Production 
Credit: Agssn., a unit of the Farm 
Credit Administration making 
crop and livestock loans to farm- 
ers, has approved 103 applications 
averaging about $1,000 each, ac- 
cording to its report for the pe- 
riod from Fab. 1, phir soven 
April 28, 1934, 

These loans are to assist farm- 
ers in their seasonal operations 
and most of them mature at the 


wend of the crop growing season. 


‘Livestock loans, however, may run 
for 2 to 3 years although written 
for one year with monthly install- 
ments. 

Mr. S. P. Batchelder, Secretary- 
Treasurer of the local organization 
states that the principal advantage 
of these loans'to farmers is that 
arrangements can ‘be made for 
funds needed for the entire season 
and the funds may then ‘be drawn 
upon by the borrower as needed. 
The interest charge on production 
loans is now 5% per cent, being 
reduced recently from 6 per cent. 

Mr. Batchelder expects that the 
peak of the demand for production 
loans will be reached this month, 
and he urges farmers who intend 
to file applications to do so with- 
out further delav. “Delay is fil- 
ing,” he says, © “will result in a 
similar delav in providing the 
funds.” 

The Northampton Association 
was formed early this year, and is 
a permanent unit of the Farm 
Credit Administration. It is de- 
signed to fit into the credit pic- 
ture as a supplement to existing 
loaning agencies to provide farm- 
ers with credit adapted to their 
business. Its territory includes 
Berkshire, Franklin. Hampden, 

and Hampshire Counties.
